From a CoRRESPONDENT. 

The City Hall of Dublin, so long the head- 
SIN Of«the «civic government of the 
apital, is just now being prepared for the 
receptién of a-new-set’ of civic governors and 
a new system of civic administration. 

Since the dissolution of the old Dublin 
Corporation six years ago, the building on 
Cork Hill has been bereft of many of its 
wonted activities and shorn of the ceremony 
and the paraphernalia that accompanied the 
doings of the Corporators of former times, 

THE ROYAL EXCHANGE, 

Formerly known as the Royal Exchange, 
the City Hall was built from the designs of 
Thomas Cooley in 1769 by a society of 
Dublin merchants, the expenses of the build- 
ing being raised by lotteries. The celebrated 
Dr. Charles Lucas, then one of the city’s 
representatives, secured from Parliament the 
purchase money for the site. The Exchange 
seems, however, to have been very little used 
for its original purpose, but soon became a 
favourite rendezvous for public meetings of 
“various descriptions. 

Here more than once were held the meet- 
ings of the Volunteer bodies in the days of 
Grattan, and here in 1798 the Yeomanry had 
their headquarters. Many stories are related 
of scenes that were enacted in the building 


at the time, not all of them to the credit of 


the said Yeomanry. 

Here, in the year 1800, Daniel O'Connell 
madehis first speech against the Act of 
Union with Great Britain. | 

On the assimilation of the Irish fó the 
English currency, just a little over a century 
ago, the main purpose of the Exchange 
ceased, to. exist, and attempts were made by 
the Chamber of Commerce to sell the build- 
ing -to the ‘Government. These attempts, 
however, were not successful, and in the 
vear 1852 the Exchange passed into the 
hands of the. Corporation. and. became the 
City Hall of Dublin. i 

THE DUBLIN THOLSEL. 

Prior to that period the Corporation meet- 
ings were usually held in the. Assembly 
Rooms in South William street, and it, was 
here, by the way, that Daniel O'Gonnell and 
Isaac Butt had their famous debate on the 
guestion oí the Repeal of the Union early in 
the year 1843. ; 

The older “ Tholsel” in Skinnefs. row, 
nearly opposite Christ, Church Cathedral. had 
been for centuries the meeting place of the 
City Fathers and the civic headquarters 
generally. 

The foundation of Trinity College, or 
Dublin University, is curiously linked with 
the old Tholsel. It is recorded that “in 
Easter holidays, 1590, Adam Loftus, Lord 
Archbishon of Dublin and Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland, with others of the clergy, met the 
Mayor and Aldermen and Commons’.of the 
city at the Tholsel, where he made ‘a speech 
to them, settir’ forth how advantageous it 
would be to have a nursery of learning 
founded here, and how kindly Her Majesty 
would take to it, if, they would bestow 
that old, decayed monastery of All 
Hallows (which her father, Ring Henry 
the Eighth, had, at the dissolution 
of the abbeys, given them) for the 
erecting .such a structure; whereupon the 
Mayor, Aidermen, and Commons unanimously 
granted his request. Within a week after, 
Henry Ussher, Archdeacon of Dublin, went 
over into England to the Queen, to procure 
a licen for the said foundation; which 
being obtained, the Archbishop went a second 
time to the Tholsel, and returned them 
thanks, not only from the clergy, but also 
from her Majesty, whose letter he showed 
them for their satisfaction.” 

One of the last public utterances of Dean 
Swift was made in the Dublin Tholsel in 
1736 against the proposed reduction of the 
gold coin. 

INTERESTING HISTORY. 

Tha City Hall (a Royal Exchange) was 
completed in 1779 at a cost of £40,000. Built 
in the form of a square, its main front faces 
Parliament street, and is approached by a 
flight of stone steps. The fine entrance hall, 
in the form of a circle inscribed in a square, 
is at once suggestive of the Four Courts. 
The statues ranged round the ‘hall seem to 
be rather variously assorted—O’Connell, King 
George III., Denis Florence McCarthy, the 
poet; Grattan, Charles Lucas. There is 
also a bust of Mr. ‘Thomas Sexton, a former 
Lord Mayor, who is still, happily, alive and 
alert. 

From the entrance hall two staircases lead 
to the Council Chamber, which is laid out 
in House of Commons style, and hung al! 
round with portraits of former Lord Mayors 
and ther civic celebrities. The Lord Mayor’s 
chair of Irish oak was made specially for 
Daniel O’Connell when he was Lord Mayor. 
Off the Council “Chamber “is “the «members’ 
room, a fine, well-appointed apartment .. 

.. The City Hall of Dublin has*had many 
interesting associations with Irish~public life 
during the past two generations. In October, 
1877, a conference of Imsh members was 
held here, and Isaac Butt. denounced the 
forward policy of Parnell. “ Parnell,” writes 
Barry O’Brien,, “‘replied briefly and quietly. 
He said he did not care whether. his. policy 
was called a policy of obstruction or not. 
‘here was no value in a name; it was a 
policy of energy and earnestness, and that 
was what the Irish people wanted. . . .” 

DISTINGUISHED FREEMEN. 

In the same year Butt was elected a 
freeman of the city, and in November a 
further name was added to the roll—that of 
William Ewart Gladstone. Gladstone received 
the freedom in the Council Chamber, amidst 
a tremendous ovation. The resolution of the 
Corporation stated that the freedom had been 
granted to the great statesman “In recognl- 
tion of the great services he has rendered 
the State, and of admiration of his distin- 
guished talents, yor gat hé eloquence. ’’ 

On August 16, 1882, Messrs. C. 8. Parnell 
and John Dillon were accorded a like honour, 
the ceremony on this occasion being held in 
the great. entrance hall. ! 

Other distinguished men in Church and 
State received Dublin's highest honour under 
the dome of the building on Cork Hill.

“ Robbing Peter to Pay Paul,” 


The re-opening of the nave of St. Paul's 
Cathedral this summer, aiter extensive 
repairs, recalls the fact that it was after 
the Cathedral had been repaired in the 
sixteenth century that this quaint ex- 
pression became current gn the English 
language. It happened this way. West- 
minster Abbey is more correctly. styled 
the Cathedral Church of St. Peter, West- 
minster.

BULK WHEAT. 

. Were Messrs. Ryan. Lemass, McEntee and 
other stalwarts of the Fianna Fail party to 
peer down into the main hatch of the tramp 
steamer Masunda in the Alexandra Basin, 
they would gnash their teeth with rage, For 
they: would see the dusty dock labourers of 
Saorstat Eireann thigh deep in a mountain of 
"sg 9 wheat from the Puget Sound, shovel- 
ing it into bags. The Masufida has a cargo 
of bulk wheat and timber from Vancouver, 
Tacoma and Portland, Oregon. The carriage 
of bulk wheat is not the simple affair that 
it seems to the uninitiate, to whom it seems 
the easiest of all cargoes—shoot it into the 
hold, put on your hatches and sail off, he 
thinks. In actual fact elaborate precautions 
have to be taken to prevent it shifting. Only 
& certain proportion of bulk grain may be 
carried, and the rest must be bagged. Shift- 
ing boards are rigged, and wooden “ feeders '' 
come up through the 'tween decks, from 
which more grain sifts down and‘ trims the 
cargo automatically as it settles down with 
the motion of the vessel. Different kinds of 
grain shift at different angles, and all this 
has to be allowed for when loading. And 


grain gets wet and starts to swell, then the 
fun begins. One remembers the grain ship 
which was sunk off Oran during the war. 
For many months the grain decomposed in 
the sealed hatches, and untimately generated 
enough gas to lift the weed and barnacle 
covered wreck to the surface, where she re- 
mained for some time before returning to 
the bottom for ever. 


ALL QUIET IN BOTH HEMISPHERES. 
The sober-coloured Masunda belongs to the 
well-known tramp firm of Maclay and 
McIntyre, of Glasgow. ‘She is of 5,250 tons 
burthen, and has been thirteen and a half 
months on her present voyage. During that 
time she has been trading round China, 
Japan, the Philippines and the United 
States, and, incidentally, she has gone com- 
pletely round the world. Yet her crew say 
that nothing happened, and that they saw 
nothing worthy of comment, so much is 
curiosity in the eye of the beholder. Were 
most of the readers of this column to make 
such an extended trip, they would be pro- 
vided with material for conversation for the 
rest of their natural lives. But, then, they 
would be doing it for pleasure, and not be- 
cause they had to. It is difficult to decide 
how much this apparent lack of appreciation 
in the merchant service, or mercantile 
marine as the landsman persists in calling it, 
is due to familiarity, and how much to 
inarticulateness, Certain it is, however, that 
a watch below brought on deck twenty 
minutes early when entering, say, Sydney 
harbour or Rio at sunrise would be far too 
busy cursing the mate and the bosum to 
waste a thought or a glance on the scenery.

It is unequivocally declared in 
the programme of the Empire free traders’ 
policy that some protective duties: will have 
to be imposed even against other Empire 

oods. In such cases a further duty would be 
imposed against foreign goods, which will 
give the advantages of a protected market to 
manufacturers in the Empire. 

The total annual imports into the countries 
which compose the Empire are valued at 
(approximately) two thousand, two hundred 
millions of pounds. Less than half of these 
are cál | by other parts of the Empire. 
Great Britain spends over five hundred and 
twenty millions per annum on imported food, 
This includes sixty-five millions to the Argen- 
tine (which supplies 90% of beef imports), 
seventeen millions for imported eggs, over 
fifty millions for butter, and about thirty 
millions for bacon, pork and hams.

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WHEAT-GROWING IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—If the benefits arising from agricul- 
tural production on a more intense scale are 
desired, even a year hence, a beginning is 
essential now. Take wheat as an example. 
Most people know that the bulk of the crop 
is put down in October, and, therefore, if 
we wish to see 50,000 acres harvested in 
1951, instead of the customary area of about 
25,000, it is time that the growers’ minds 
were directed to that subject. Farming is 
unlike any other industry, inasmuch as it 
takes practically a whole year to produce a 
crop of grain, of roots or of live-stock. 
Further, there are, in crop production, well- 
defined limitations to the starting date. For 
example, if we dilly-dally on the subject of 
wheat cultivation for two or three months 
more, and a decision on national policy 1s 
reached, say, in January next, then no sowing 
can be done until October, 1931, and no 
ceaping until August and September, 1932. 

It is necessary to give this reminder, 
because there are many persons concerned 
with the problem of wheat as a national crop 
who are not practical farmers. To all friends 
of this great movement appeal is, therefore, 
made for immediate action. Growers can 
offer to millers to grow so many acres of 
wheat and deliver them the produce. Millers 
can intimate to growers how many acres 
they are prepared to take and the price they 
are prepared to pay in October, 1931. News- 
papers can urge both to do their duty to the 
nation. If the growers and millers differ as 
to ways and means, ‘it would not be expecting 
too much of our politicians to step in ial 
adjust the difference. In this way everybody 
can oe i 

All this looks quite simple to the un- 
initiated mind, and many will wonder why 
50,000 or 100,000 acrés of wheat are not 
grown annually in this country instead of 
about 25,000 acres, and they may expect an 
explanation from the growers. The latter 
are willing to do their part, but the most 
they can get from the Irish millers, through 
their association, is a reminder that they 
have always done their best for Irish wheat- 
growers, and the wers want more than 
that. hey want the millers to say what 
BE they will pay for milling guality wheat 
elivered in October (or later), 1931. If the 
millers, or the people generally, think that 
growers ought to ad their backs to the 
cultivation of increased areas of wheat and 
take their chance in getting a remunerative 
price when harvested, they are looking for 
rather much, Is there a valid reason why 
the millers should not state a price now to 
growers for the 193l crop’? Ifa price agreement 
can be reached inside of four or five weeks, 
we can have over 50,000 acres of wheat put 
down for 1931, and, provided there are no 
difficylties about! supplies of seed, it is 
estimated from offers made by growers that 
the area might go much above 60,000 acres. 
If no price can be arranged, then no increase 
in the wheat area need be expected. 

The whole population is interested in Irish 
wheat from some angle, and the average con- 
sumer would prefer foreign wheat and, un- 
fortunately, foreign flour rather than have a 
farthing added to the price of the loaf. In 
this connection it is well to remind the 
consumer that the 41b. loaf cost 5d. in pre- 
war and 10d, in post-war days. That is 
100% increase. Wheat-growers in Ireland got

war years, and the price during the last few

COMMENTS ON DEAN INGE’S 
SUGGESTION. 

Dean Inge’s suggestion that murderers 
Should be allowed to carry out the death 
sentence passed upon them was the subject 
of considerable discussion yesterday. | 

“ For my. own part,” the Dean said in his 
presidential address to the Modern Church- 
man’s Conférence at Oxford, ‘‘I think that 
every criminal condemned to death ought to 
be allowed to carry out the sentence in his 
own way.” 

The Select Committee appointed by the 
douse of Commons to consider the question 
vf Capital Punishment has yet to make its 
teport based on the large volume of evidence 
which it heard from official and other sources 
at frequent sittings throughout the summer, 

Dr. Ethel Bentham, Labour M.P. for East 
Islington, who is a member of the Select 
Commiítee, asked by a reporter for her view 
on Dean Inge’s suggestion, said :'— 

“I cannot say very much, as the Select 
Committee, of which I am a member, has yet 
tc make its report. Dean Inge’s suggestion 
seems to me to be fairly useful, and one 
worth talking and thinking about. At all 
events, it would make matters easier for the 
officials. ’’ 

Mr. Bernard Shaw gave a characteristic 
reply to the reporter’s query: ‘‘ Should 
murderers be allowed to commit suicide?’’ 

“1 don’t see how vou can prevent them 
from committing suicide,”’ he said. 

*‘In China, for instance, where people are 
given some liberty in the matter, they starve 
themselves to death as being the best way to 
achieve it.” 

‘Do you think, Mr. Shaw, it. would be 
advisable in the public interest ?’’ he was 
asked. 

* Well,’ he said, “I always’ feel deeply 
oblized to a murderer who commits suicide, 
because he saves a great deal of trouble and 
expense. 

‘Every condemned man should have a 
collection of poisons and chemicals put in lis 
way, and t he chooses to use them, 
wel! —— ” 

“Then you agree with the Dean ? “” said 
the reporter. 

Mr. Shaw—‘‘I think a condemned man 
should be told that on a certain day he 
would be hanged, and if by that day he was 
not dead, having been provided with every 

ssible convenience for committing suicide, 

e would have to suffer execution.”’

SCOTTISH TRAMWAYS 
SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


POPULAR PENNY FARES. 


The Glasgow tramways carried over 
470,000,000 passengers in the twelve months 
ended on May 31, and realised in revenue 
over £2,312,;741. In both respects the results 
showed an improvement on the previous year. 

The permanent way of the Glasgow tram- 
way system extends to 270 miles. That is the 
full length measured as single track. Of the 
mileage, 178 are within the boundaries of the 
city, over 45 miles are in adjoining burghs, 
and 4” miles in the three surrounding 
counties. 

The staff at the end of the year numbered 
8,624, an increase in the course of the year in 
the roll of employés of 574, the accession 
being due mainly to the development 
of the municipal ‘bus _ services. Of 
the aggregage (óig were employed on 
the tramways~—7,000 men and 379 women ; 855 
employés (two of them women) were engaged 
in the “bus section, and 390 employés, in- 
cluding 52 women, were at work in the sub- 
way section. Ihe wages bill for the year 
came to the substantial total of £1,337,835.__. 

in the history of the undertaking as a 
municipal enterprise the city tramways have 
transported 10,616,954,990 passengers.

The 
classification of passengers on the fares basis 
showed 24.81 per cent. at $d., 52.57 per cent.

ATLANTIC AIR ROUTES.

PLANS FOR FLOATING SEA- 
DROMES. 

A remarkable scheme for a regular air 
service across the Atlantic is disclosed in a 
memo. on Atlantic air routes, prepared by 
the Air Ministry and published on Monday in 
a By Book on the Colonial Uffice ‘Conference, 
1930. 
“The gradual but steady advance in air- 
craft design has brought the Atlantic crossing 
into the, realm of regular organised air routes 
rather than of promiscuous flights,’ states 
the memo. 

‘The actual route to be followed will vary 
according to the time of the year and the 
prevailing weather conditions. The three 
main routes which are likely to be followed 
are:—(1) The northern route via Cape Fare- 
well, the most southerly point of Greenland ; 
(2) the direct route via Newfoundland; (3) 
the southerly route via the Asores. 

Plans have been formulated in the United 
Siates for the establishment of floating sea- 
dromes at intervals of approximately 300 
nautical miles between New York and the 
Azores, and the Azores and Plymouth. 

An experimental seadrome (says the News 
Chronicle) has been constructed and tried out 
in shallow water. Further experiments are fo 
be conducted with anchorage in deep water. 
The seadrome, it is stated, will provide all 
the usual amenities for a land aerodrome, such 
as Yefuelling and repair facilities.”’ 


M. TARDIEU AND THE LEAGUE.

DUTY OF LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES.

The British Ministry of Health, in’ a 
letter to local authorities accompanying a 
memorandum which was issued last night on 
the Housing Act, 1930, which came into 
operation on August 16 last, states :— 

“It is within the knowledge of local 
authorities that many of the working classes 
of this country live in sordid and degrading 
housing conditions, the continuance of which 
is nothing less than a social menace. These 
conditions are due to many causes—poverty, 
indifference and lack of better accommoda- 
tion. The new Act is an earnest of the 
determination of the Government and the 
Legislature to do everything possible to put 
an end to conditions of this kind. For its 
successful operation it demands the full and 
hearty co-operation of all local agencies in 
the acquisition afd spreading of knowledge 
as to bad conditions, and in forming a 
sound public opinion to assist the Govern- 
ment and Parhament in putting an end to 
them, In this work the local authorities must 
themselves take the leading part, and the 
Minister is confident that they will rise to 
the ‘full measure of their responsibility.”’

NEW WORLD'S “ RECORD.” 


A daring aquatic feat was performed by 
a driver of a milk wagon, E. G. M. Soeder- 
berg, who dived from the Skuru Bridge, on 
the outskirts of Stockholm, into the sound 
below. from a height of 114 feet, and after- 
wards swam ashore without any injuries ex- 
cept a few bruises on the legs. Mr. Soeder- 
berg is a member of a Stockholm swimming 
club, and he had not the slightest idea 
of the fact that he had established a 
world’s record for high diving. Only through 
a harmless ‘jest made by one of his 
friends he, decided to risk the jump, 
took a taxi. and went out to the bridge, 
where, with the taxi-driver as the only spec- 
tator, he performed a perilous dive. The 
Skuru Bridge is a gigantic concrete structure, 
built a few years ago between the Stockholm 
mainland and the Vermdoe Island, a deep 
strait of the Baltic. 

The earlier record for high diving, which 
was beaten by Soederberg, is held by 
Brandsten, a Swedish-American, who, in 


1910, in San Francisco, jumped from a height | 


of 91 feet. Another Swede, Loefvenmark, 
was killed in San Francisco when trying to 


jump from a height of 80 feet. Ten years ayo 


a Swedish film company offered 60,000 kronor 
(£3,555) for a jump from the Skuru Bridge, 
but there was no candidate, since the attempt 
was looked upon as certain death. Soeder- 
berg has declared that he is willing to do it 
again provided somebody pays him a good 
sum for his feat. 


WIRELESS NEED OF THE BLIND. 


More than 10,000 homes of blind people 
in Great Britain will be without wireless 
owing to the inadequate resources of the 
British ‘‘ Wireless for the Blind’’ Fund, 
according to the statement issued by the 
fund’s committee at the close of its meeting 
on Monday. 

A survey just completed shows that 18,000 
homes require seis, and that the cost of 
supplying them will be at least £45,000. The 
fund is stil! £25,000 short of this amount, and 
the committee has issued an urgent appeal 
for help in order that the distribution of sets 
may be maintained. About 6,400 sets have 
already been given to blind persons. — 

Up to the present time the committee has 
received £15,000 from the general public, 
1,000 sets from the radio trade, and an 
engagement gift from a man who offered to 
rovide sets to all the blind residents of 
jloucestershire.

SPECULATION AS TO RESULT. 

Enthusiasm for the race and interest in 
Vig drivers is followed by speculation as to 
the result of the former and the chances 
of the latter. Im this respect, however, 
the movement is net confined to Ulster, 
nor indeed to Ireland. All over the motor- 
ing world predictions. are being made

THE FINANCES OF 
AUSTRALIA. - 


ACTUAL POSITION. 


Frou “ THe Trumps ** CORRESPONDENT. 
MELBOURNE, Tuesday. 

There is grave danger that the financial 
problem’ of Australia, which are. dark 
enough already, may be given an even. 
gloomier hue in consequence of scare re- 
ports which have reached London. Some 
of these which have been telegraphed back 
disclose entirely incorrect estimates of the 
actual position. 

Simply put, the present facts are that 
the ¢Australian financial authorities are 

articularly anxious for an early and satis- 
factory outcome of the Conference of 
Commonwealth and State Ministers now 
sitting, in order that the necessary 
atmosphere of confidence may be created 
in the minds of British bankers and in- 
vestors. 

If this can be accomplished, the first 
effect will be seen in favourable terms for 
the repayment of the Commonwealth 
Treasury bills for £5,000,000 falling due 
on September Ist, and in the, relaxation 
of the pressure of the bank overdrafts in 
London since the last issue of Treasury 
bills in London on June 30th. 


DEPRESSION ACCENTUATED. 

The general depression has become 
accentuated, and-although a very satisfac- 
tory arrangement has been made between 
the Commonwealth Government and the 
trading banks, by which funds will be 
available «in London=at--the” strate of” 
£5;000,000 monthly to meet, the interest on 
the sinking fund and payments on loans, 
no provision has been made.for the repay- 
ment of Treasury bills on bank overdrafts .

THE FINANCIAL CONFERENCE. 

When the Financial Conference resumed 
its sitting to-day the members were again 
handicapped by the absence: of Mr. Scullin, 
the Prime Minister. State Ministers, who 
had observed the compact entered into at 
the Canberra meeting, were surprised and 
disappointed to find that the Common- 
wealth had taken ‘no final steps to meet 
the commitment of £5,000,000, which falls 
due on September 1 in London, and that 
the Commonwealth had also. failed to take 
steps to reduce its expenditure in: the 
manner adopted by the various States. 

At to-day’s session State Ministers ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the method of 
the Commonwealth as it was represented 
by Mr. Fenton (Minister for Trade and 
Customs) and Mr. Lyons (Postmaster- ’ 
General and Minister for Works and Rail- 
ways, and now acting as. Federal 
Treasurer). It was divulged, however, 
that neither of those two Ministers had 
been in the complete confidence of Mr. 
Scullin. “When this fact was disclosed; 
and as the result of an additional state- 
ment by Sir R. Gibson (Chairman oí the 
Commonwealth Bank Board), Mr. -Fenton 
and Mr. Lyons explained their position,. . 


THE £5,000,000 COMMITMENT.

‘explored ,to-day, is the largest. yet found, 
Mr. Gogan says. 


THE HOME OF. THE FAIRIES. 

It has seven spacious chambers and 
many “coniiecting “chambers. Country 
people are superstitious, even to this day, 
regarding these places. When passing a 
house near where the souterrain is 
situated ' an old woman, who was 
apparently aware of our mission, almost 
implored us not to meddle with what she 
‘believed to be the home of the fairies. She 
said something about the destruction of 
the land, but was good enough to give us 
two candles to light our way amongst the 
subterranean passages. - i . 

This particular souterrain was dis- 
covered ‘three years ago, and the story con- 
nected with the discovery is interesting. 


THE LOST FERRET, 

Mr. Cornelius Dineen, a West Cork 
farmer, whom I met on the hillside, told 
it to me. 

“ About three years ago,” he said, ‘‘ my 
son, Fergus, and a few lads around went 
hunting with ferrets, and they came to 
this place, put the ferret into a hole the 
size of your fist, but he never saw the 
light of day again. The lads searched for 
a long time, and then someone; bending 
down and putting his ear to the ground, 
heard the cer squealing underneath. 

“My son took a new crow-bar from my 
house over. there, and returned to the 
Tower Field, as this place is known. The 
boys dug for a short while, and then the 
crow-bar disappeared from the hands of 
one of them. It slipped down the little 
hole, and was. heard clattering against the 
walls of the cave. 


CIVIC GUARD ON THE SCENE. 
' “There is an old tradition around here 
that these things should not be touched, 
so we took good care to leave it alone. 
About three months ago someone told the 
Guards: about it, and they came to 
explore it. They brought gun powder and 
blasted the entrance that you see there, 
and the first thing found was my crowbar, 
As far-as I know, they found nothing else, 
but they reported the. matter to some of 
the Departments in Dublin.’ 

In the field under which the souterrain 


lies there is built a high tower, locally 


called the Mausoleum. 
THE ENTRANCE GALLERY. 


Having made a careful survey .of the 
field, looking for any other possible entry, 
Mr. Gogan decided that we would have to 
suffer the discomfort of crawling through 
a small aperture only two feet in diameter. 
Once inside ‘we>lighted candles and saw 
a gallery or room about four feet high and 
five feet wide, Great pieces of cobweb hung 
from the roof and caught our eyes as we 
crawled along the slimy floor. 

We came to. a small opening, which 
gee led away»to other passages. 
This opening was so small that only a 
child could get through it, so we were 
forced to abandon. that passage and look 
around for others, Soon we found an 


entrance two’ feet square “to, a second 


chamber, whith méasurements showed’ us 
was. twenty-one feet long and six feet wide 
at its widest perne. In a corner we found 
what appeared to be a shaft four and a half 
feet wide, and. walled off by huge boulders. 


Ze THE VESTIBULE. 

This looked. like a blind chamber, and 
after a hasty examination we passed in 
to what Mr. Gogan named the vestibule, 
s}xteen feet six inches in length. Like the 
chambers that we had already passed 
through, it was hewn out of the nl gura 
and on three sides of it were narrow seats 
or benches cut out of stone. 

Other passages led from the vestibule, in 


‘which we found several shafts like the one 


that we had already seen, but built up 
with loose material. A passagé leads to 
three other chambers, which we found 
later. In number five chamber we found 
what presumably was ‘a well cut in the 
floor. There was no water in it, but it was 
filled with clay to within four inches of the 
top... Number four chamber was eighteen 
feet six inches long, and number five 


i twelve feet, and number six nineteen feet 


eight inches in length. The average height 
was from three feet six to four feet, and 
‘the width six to seven feet. 


THE WOODEN MALLET, 

The chambers are. connected by small 
corridors, through: which one must crawl. 
In.chamber number six we found a smal! 
vent through which we could see the day- 
light, and, indeed; more of it would have 
been ‘welcome, ‘although the air below was 
remarkably fresh, pointing to the pre- 
sumption that there are many more 
unseen air vents. | 

Having crawled back to the vestibule, 


; we ‘set out to explore the chambers on the 
north 


side. We found one measuring 
twenty-one feet three inches in length, 
and from this chamber, leading eastward, 
there is a narrow passage, at the end of 
which we made a diseovery in the shape 
of a wooden “mallet head. 


THE FACE IN THE GLOOM. 

Coming back through the” passages, 
guarding the candle. flame, as our last 
match had gone, we heard strange noises, 
‘which caused us to pause and look at one 
another. The noises. continued, and then 
a human face, bearded, appeared out of 
thé gloom. It called Mr. Gogan by name, 
and how Mr: Gogan felt about it I do not 
know. I learnt with relief that ‘our

The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article :—-Whatever may be the military 
hopes of the Kurdish insurgents—and they 
can hardly have expected to defeat the 
Turkish Army by themselves—their leaders 
have clearly succeeded in complicating the 
relations. between Turkey and Persia. This 
was probably their -intention from the 


first,“especially if it is true, as Turkish 


newspapers assert, that beside the tribal 


chiefs stand former officers of the Turkish 


Army, some of them of Kurdish origin, 
who have fled or have been exiled from 
Turkey. since the fall of the Sultanate. 
The outbreak seems to have taken the 
Turks by surprise. Théy were used to 
petty incursions from over the border, 
cattle raids or tribal affairs of honour, 
and, though these forays had been the 
subject of previous correspondence with 
the Persiati ‘Government, they had not 
seriously impaired the relations between 
Angora and Teheran. But in June, when 
two Kurdish fugitive.chiefs came over the 
bordér.“at the head of several hundred 
horsemen, it. was clear that this was no 
mere cattle-lifting. expedition. 

In Northern Iraq there has been an 
agitation against the omission from the 
Anglo-Iraqi Treaty of a clause protecting 
Kurdish interests, and irresponsible persons 
have spread the report that it was the 
deliberate policy. of the mandatory Power 
to encourage Kurdish nationalism, in 
order to embarrass Persia and Turkey, as 
well as Iraq... The Iragi Prime Minister 
has visited the Kurdish ‘provinces, and 
has made it clear that, while his Govern- 
ment will fulfil its pledges to protect the 
special interests of their inhabitants, it 
will foletate-no movement against the 
unity of the Kingdom. 

_ BRITISH INTENTIONS. 

The British. Acting High Commissioner 
on ‘the same occasion disclaimed the in- 
tentions attributed to His Majesty's 
Government, not only, be it remarked, by 
the simplé denizens of Mosul and Kirkub, 
but also by the editors of important 
German Nationalist organs. . Incidentally, 
in spite of the corrections of their corre- 
spondents in London, these writers have 
shown such a striking unanimity of in- 
vention or inspiration, in discovering that 
Colonel T, E. Lawrence is the leader of 
the Ararat rebels, as to suggest that the 
German official Press. organisation might 
well have exploded this absurd and 
malicious fable. But while such rumours 
have not seriously troubled the Turks, 
who know by. now that. the British 
Government desires peace above all things 
in the Near and @Middle East, they see 
in them evidence that the Kurds outside 
may attempt to stir up rebellion within 
their borders. 

The Kurds of North-Western Persia 
are the strongest of these non-Turkish 
Kurds, and are most. capable of doing 
Turkey. a mischief, and the desire of the 
Government of Angora to put an end, 
once for all, to their interference is quite 
comprehensible:

The 54 ton cutter Viking, one of. nine 
competitors in the Fastnet ocean race, 
arrived at Queenstown about three o’clock 
yesterday morning, having retired from 
Pe race with a split mainsail and a torn 
jib. 

In an interview yesterday the owner, 
Lieut. R. Lindsay Fisher, R.N., of the 
R.N. College, Dartmouth, said that they 
had encoyntered strong head winds 
throughout the voyage down the Channel. 
The weather moderated on Saturday, when 
they were in the vicinity of the Longships. 
Fresh north-easterly winds were encoun- 
tered. again the following day, which 
gained in strength as the vessel pro- 
gressed westward. 

At ten o'clock on Monday morning it 
was blowing strong from the north-east, 
when the mainsail was split. The Viking 
at that time was about thirty miles eas‘ 
of the Fastnet Rock, and the range oí 
visibility was only about half a mile. 

It was decided to make for Queenstown. 
but some difficulty was experienced 
turning. the little craft’s head round in 
the desired direction. 

The Viking, a converted Norwegian 
pilot cutter, gprried a crew of eight, in- 
cluding the Sok.

The winner of the 
whole course will receive 100,000 lire, the 
second 50,000, and the third 25,000, while 
for each of the first three stages prizes of 
20,000, 12,000 and 6,000 lire will be given 
to the first three to complete each stage.

MILLIONAIRE MISSING 
FROM HIS YACHT.

Mr. Van Lear Black was born in 1875 
at Cumberland, Maryland, and started on 
his flight career in 1927, travelling 
125,000 miles to all parts of the world.

WITNESSES CRITICISED. 

A verdict of manslaughter- was returned 
by a coroner's jury at Leicester yesterday 
against Major Corbett Cradock, of Kibworth, 
who is well known in Leicester hunting 
circles. It was stated that on August 9 he 
was driving a motor car along London road, 
Leicester, when he knocked down end killed 
Mrs. Agnes Goodacre, a widow, who was the 
mother-in-law of Mr. F. D. Prentice, captain 
of Leicester Rugby Football Club. 

Witnesses of the accident estimated the 
speed of Major Cradock’s car at from thirty 
to forty-five miles per hour. 

Major Cradock, giving evidence, said that 
the speed was not more than twenty-five miles 
per hour. He had a clear view in front, but 
attributed the accident to the fact that he 
was driving an unfamiliar car, which had a 
tale window on the right, instead of a clear 
view, as his own car had. 

The Coroner, summing up, said that it was 
evident the car was going ever so much too 
fast for that particular part of the city. 
Major Cradock had two passengers in the car, 
one a retired Army captain and the other a 
retired schoolmaster. The gave circumstan- 
tial details to the Coroner’s officer about the 
woman coming from behind a tramcar, but in 
the witness-box admitted that they saw 
practically nothing. Their statements must, 
he said, be regarded as fairy stories. 

The foreman of the jury, announcing the 
verdict, said that the jury thought that it 
was abominable that men of that rank should 
give evidence as they had done. 

Major Cradock was committed for trial on 
the Coroner’s warrant. and allowed bail of 
£100, with a surety of £50. He will appear 
at the police court to-day. 


TWO KILLED IN A PIT. 


Two workmen, Frederick Davison, a deputy 
overman, of Ferryhill, and Parkinson Oving- 
ton (47). stoneman. of Low Spennymoor, were 
fatally injured yesterday at the Dean and 
Chapter Colliery, Ferryhill, County Durham, 
through being caught by a running set of 
tubs. Davison only lived a short time. 
Ovington died later in Durham hospital.
